BELTANE /MAY EVE 


We celebrate Beltane on the last night of April, 
May Eve. In Celtic tradition this 1s one of the 
most important festivals of the year. Beltane was 
the kindling of the need-fire. On May Eve all the 
fires in the community were extinguished, $o the 
element of fire on that night was completely absent 
from the earth.In the morning at sunrise the 
community gathered on their sacred Beltane Hill and 
ritually kindled the fire. 


The original meaning is 'Bel-fire' the fire of the Celtic god known as Bel, 
Bel1, Balor, Balar or latinized Belenus. These names are traceable back to the 
Middle Eastern Baal, which s imply means 'Lord. ' Bel was the "Bright One," god of 
Ii1ght and fire. 


There are many folk traditions associated with this Great Day. In earlier t1mes 
1t was the women that presided over the activities. From the Beltane fire, each 
household took a burning brand back to their homes and relit their fire from the 
Sacred flame. In those days one never let the fire in the hearth go out. 


On this day, the May Queen was chosen from among the young women of the 
community to represent the Goddess. This festival reflects the transformation of 
the young woman-virgin aspect of the Goddess into the mother-Goddess. In the 
human sphere through sexuality the etheric forces are woven into worship of this 
festival. Symbolically, the Cernunnos aspect and Bel aspect can be seen as ways 
of visualizing the Great Father who impregnates the Great Mother. These are the 
two themes that dominate the May Eve/Beltane festival throughout Celtic and 
British folklore: FERTILITY & FIRE. 


A feature of the Beltane festival in many lands was the jumping over the Beltane 
fire. Young people jumped over the fire to bring themselves husbands and wives; 
1ntending travelers to ensure a safe journey; pregnant women to ensure an easy 
delivery, and so on...Cattle were driven through the ashes of the fires or 
between two fires to ensure a good milk yield. The following day was as 
important to the herdsmen for they took the cattle off to the summer pastures or 
'booleys' until Samhain. Beltane beginnings and Samhain endings; bringing 
together the cycles of death and rebirth. |

BOOK REVIEWS 


BELOVED EXILE -- Parke Godwin 


For anyone who wondered what happened to Guenevere after Arthur's death (and did 
not care for Malory's sending her off to a convent), this book is perfect. It 
has everything, a self-reliant heroine, sympathetic villains-turned-heroes, 
comic relief. Godwin 1s writing a series of books on Roman Britain: Firelord, 
Beloved Exile, and the yet to be finished. Bright Rainbow, about St. Patrick. 
The time period 1s somewhere 1in the 6th or /th century. | 


Godwin realizes that at the time, Christianity was not yet pervasive 1in the 
lives of the people. Guenevere is from a long line of Goddess-worshipers, and 
does not hesitate to use the "old ways." There 1s a particularly moving example 
of the actual Great Rite used to ensure good crops, where Guenevere 1s the 
Goddess and her Saxon lover-master 1s the God. 


Fascinating both historically and literarily, this 1s a sequal every bit as 
great as the first. (This one was printed about two years after Firelord, so if 
you are, like me, intent on having the whole set, look for Bright Rainbow 


Somet ime in 1986). 


THE LAST OF DANU'S CHILDREN -= Allison Rush 


This 1s an enchanting fantasy novel dealing with, among other thigs, a house 
that is a door between worlds (and times); Cernunnos, John Dee, Edward Kelly, 
and three children. Kelly has decided that the elder girl shall be his Tlover 
Since $she bears a striking resemblence to' the one he lost, and he 1s. forcing Dr. 
Dee to aid him. The theme 1s trite, but Ms. Rush's treatment of 1t 1s anything 
but. (I must confess I had a hard time sleeping after reading her description of 
Cernunnos coming to the house to take the girl; every moving tree branch became 
antlers!) All in all, it is a very enjoyable read. 


THE HORSE GODDESS —-- Morgan Llewellyn 


This is really a historical romance involving Epona and a Scythian prance, 
Kazhak. The other gods and goddesses are tribe members -- Kernunnos 1s the 
Shapechanger, Goibban 1s the smith, Strona and Rigantona are there. They are 
flesh and blood people with lives to be lived. Rudiments of ritual: permeate the 
Story; the direction in which Epona always turns, the fact that she uses her 
knife hand for certain actions and her cup hand for others, and never confuses 
the two. For her it is inborn. This is a love story, but don't be misled. It 1s 


also a good story.
